An Attack on the Greville Jour- 
nals- 

The current number of tho "Quar- 
terly" contains a several denunciation 
of Mr. Renvo'a indiscretion in pub- 
. lishiDg Mr. Greville's too candid jour- 
nal, of -which Mr. Abraham Hayward 
-it understood to be the writer. It is 
complained that the book bristles with 
points of annoyance. "Is it not," it 
is asked, "pain or annoyance for a 
soToreijn to find such terms as beast, 
dog, »»s, blackguard, buffoon, coward, 
applied to her uncles and immediate 
'predecessors on the throne? Are tho 
■whole royal family of England sup- 
posed, to be wanting in sensibility aud 
■elf-respoct ? Can it be otherwise than 
r gaiHi'ag to one nobleman to have an 
indiscreet conversation brought up 
•gainst him, and to another to bo told 
'sh&c he tamely submitted to an insult 
^for the sake of place ? . . The 
book is running over with deleterious 
or dangerous matter; and to hurry 
sedition after edition through tho press 
without regard to consequences, is to 
act like the lighterman who steers a 
'loosely-packed cargo of gunpowder 
and benzolino through a populous 
district, with a fire in his cabin and a 
lighted pipe between his teeth." It 
raay be said in reply to this that it is 
rathor too much to ask that history 
should be suppressed because it is not 
▼ery flattering to the aucestors of 
itoyal and other distinguished per- 
sons. Mr. Hayward, however, has no 
difficulty in Bhowiug that Mr. Groville 
was frequently in error — a dangerous 
guidei The most interesting part of 
Ihe article is the graphic account given 
of Groville himself. The contempor- 
ary impression of his character seems 
to.keve been very different from that attri- 
buted to hi* book. By din t of tact, tamper, 
•bs«rvation, and experience he acquir- 
ed so high a character for judgment 
that he became the popular referee 
■toot only in affairs of honour, but in 
differences of all sorts — social literary, 
aid polilical. Although termed tho 
"Grunoher" from his habitual tone, he 
. appeared to be naturally a kind-heart- 
ed man, with a wide range of sympa- 
thies and disinterested eagerness to 
make himself useful and obliging. In 
1845 he publ shed an anonymous 
work on English policy to Ireland, 
which showed much soundness of judg- 
ment and literary power. It is stated 
. that before his death Grevlle was 
mnoh troubled in mind about his jour- 
pal, being undecided what to do with 
it.and apprehensive that some parts of 
it ought not to bo published during 
the living or the next generation, or 
. at all. He repeatedly said he did not 
feel equal to a completo revisal, and 
oonfesaod that he aid not clearly re- 
member what was in it. He lent the 
manuscript to his friends, and some- 
times on their suggestion erased ob- 
jaetional passages. The writer assorts 
that Greville wrotohie journal without 
any thought of its boing published, 
and that, thought he afterwards con- 
sidered the idea of publication, he 
Bever intended that the journal should 
be givon to the world without large 
•xeisiona. The "Quarterly" announ- 
ces, what I told you some time ago, 
that poor Mr. Reove had been bullied 
into promising that tho publication of 
the rest of thejournal is indofinately 
postponed.

The Passengers are all Saf a- 

During Thursday tho non-arrival of 
the mail steamer, tlion five dnys out from 
San Fruucisco, win tho uubject of serious 
comment and anxious thought. Yester- 
day, us the hour* passed aud uo new* of 
the atoamor cahio, the fooling grow into 
alarm. At noou tho steamer hat! been 
Mix days out, and as tho day waned a fool- 
ing of gloomy despondency seemed to 
eettle down upon tho community. An 
unusually largo number of passengers 
■woro known to bo on board, amongst 
them many of Victoria's moot esteemed 
eitizous, aud as evoniug approached the 
conviction that tho steamer had come to 
grief became very general. During the 
afternoon the local agent, Mr. Brodriak, 
telegraphed to San Francisco tho nou- 
arrival aud the sending out of ouo of 
Her Majesty's ships in search. But at 
nightfall, just six days and six hours after 
the ship had sailed from Han Francisco, 
tho public heart wua made glad by the 
announcement of tua telegraph, hereto ap- 
pended, and which the thoughtful Oper- 
ator lost no time in exhibiting on Frank 
CitnpbbU's U.illotiu lijard. Wj are 
without any information as to whether 
tho disabled steamer will bo towod round 
to this port, or the passengers and mails, 
eto., sent overland via Paget Souud. 
Should the former eourso have been tali 
en, the passengers may bo expected this 
evening. If the latter, thay m*y not 
come tillMonday.by the reguUrsteamer. 
The following :'s the welcome despatch 
wuien caused Victoria to heave a uigli of 
relief last evening. For tho information 
of the reader wo may mention that Lime 
Rock Head is some twelve miles beyond 
tho mouth of Columbia Kiver: — 

"KAliAMJL, Feb. '20. — Operator, Vic- 
toria: News has just boon received at 
this place, by the steamer from Astoria, 
thut the steamship Los Angeles was Iny- 
ing off Lime Hock Head in a disabled 
condition, having lost her propeller while 
on the way from Sun Francisco to Vic 
toria. A tug wont out to her assistance, 
and she will be brought to Astoria to-duy. 
She has over one hundred passengers on 
board.

The circumstance of tho wrcok of the 
American bark "Edwin," outside of Capo 
Flattery, on tho oast coa3t of this Island, 
and the praiseworthy conduct ol Capt. 
Spring and certain Indiana residing in 
tho vicinity of tho disaster, in rescuing 
aud caring for tho survivors of the wreck, 
will still bo fresh in tlio public mind. 
Tho circumstances of the caao were duly 
reported at Washington by the U.S. Con- 
sul hero. A despatch has been received 
at the Consulate, from the Department 
of State, stating that tho Department ap- 
preciates in the highest degree the gen- 
erous and humane conduot of Captain 
Spring aud the Indiana and instructing 
the Consul, immediately on receipt of 
tho dispatch, to give to Cupt. Spring a 
liberal present in gold, to distribute two 
hundred and fifty dollars amongst the 
Indians, and to extend to them the thanks 
of tho President of the United States. 
This is ws it should bo, and may consti- 
tute a valuable precedent for the guid- 
ance of others.

The Light Blues have now begun ac- 
tual preparations for the comiug race be- 
tween the sister Universities.

About 110 persons sat down last even- 
ing at the Philharmonic Hall to tho ban- 
quet given in honor of tho Hon. Geo. A. 
Walicm, on his return from England. 
Tho repast was prepared by Mr. Astrioo, 
of tha Telegraph Hotel, in his usual good 
■tyle. Everything pssaod off pleasantly 
and everyone seemed well pleased. 

After tho toasts and speeches, songs 
were sung and the merriment like' 'linked 
sweetness long drawn out" was continued 
till tho small hours of tho morning. 
Following are a list of tho toasts: 
The Chairman proposed "The Queen," 
which was drunk with great enthusiasm 
the band playing the National Anthem. 
The Chairman thou proposed tho "Army 
and Navy;" responded to by Colonel 
Houghton, Col. Blair and J.H.Innes,E.<q. 
on behalf of tho Navy. Tho Earl of Car- 
narvon was next proposed by tho Chair- 
man with a few appropriate words, and 
was received with loud applause. The 
Governor General of Canada and the 
Lieut. -Governor were tho next on tho 
list, with musio "St, Patrick's D:iy" and 
"lied, White and Blue." Then csme 
"The Guest of the Evening;" music "See 
tho Conquering Hero comes," and was 
drunk amid long and continued cheering 
and applause. Aftor thanking the com- 
pany for the way in which they had drunk 
the toast, ho proceeded briefly to explain 
the motives of the mission on which he 
bad been and the wiy they had been car- 
ried out. Ha said that when ho got to 
Loadon he olsimod '"Justice," and then 
explained to Lord Carnarvon that with- 
out a railway Confederation was no good 
to British Columbia; that we were left 
out in the oold, while Canada got all. the 
benefits. The Chairman, in proposing 
tha toast in his honor, had alluded to the 
Dinner he (tho Premier of British Col- 
nubia) had been invited to. At that 
Dinner all the principal moniod men, si 
well as politicians in London, and all 
those directly or indirectly connocted 
with British Columbia, honored not iiim- 
self, but British Columbia for tha way iu 
which she had decided to dispose of tha 
difficulty she | had got into, by 
appealing to the Mother Country 
Lord Carnarvon acted as an arbitrator, 
by placing his views of the case heforo 
Canada, and advising tho Dominion Gov 1 
eminent to act on them accordingly. He 
considered that the Terms ought not to 
be altered, but he considered thatCanada 
could not iu six yoars eompleto work in- 
volving tho enormous expenditure of 
1150,000,000, and thought it would be 
fair to lengthen tho timo of tho contract 
provided tho contract as far as legislation 
was concerned was intact.

The annual ropoi t of the Minister of 
Customs, Hon. Mr. Burpee, gives u 
comparative statement of the value of 
exports mi l imports and of goods en- 
tered for consumption, with the du- 
ties collected thoron for seven years, 
18G8 to 1874 inclusive. Tho aggre- 
gate for the seven yours was, total ox- 
ports, $527,571,290, total imports, 
$6iS2,d!37,50D. Entered for consump- 
tion, $(160,200,440. Total duty, $78,- 
910,043. For tho year 1874, the ex- 
ports were $89,351,928; imports $128,- 
2 1 3, -582; entered for consumption, 
$127,404,109; duty collected, $14,421,- 
882,67. Compared with 1873, this is 
a decreaso over half a million dollars 
iu exports, an increase of ovor one hun- 
dred tho usand dollars iu imports, a 
decreaso of ovor one hundred thou- 
sand dollars in the amount entered 
for consumption, and an increase of 
nearly ono million and a half of dollars 
in duty. Tho statement shows a con- 
tinuation increase under each heading 
with tho exception of the year 180'J. 
The total Dominion exports and im- 
ports for tho year 1874, includo tho 
following amounts for Manitoba, Bri- 
tish Columbia, and Prince Edward Is- 
land: — Manitoba exports, §797,702; 
imports, $1,797,033; entered for con- 
sumption, $1,853,359; duty collected' 
$07 ,47 1,97. British Columbia ex- 
ports, $2,120,624; imports $2,0S5,. r ,G9; 
outered for consumption, $2,048,33(1; 
duty collected, $336,494,47. Prince 
Edward Island exports, $722,129; im- 
ports, $1,980, 522; entered for consump- 
tion, $1,913,090; duty collected, 
$219,458.07. Tho exports of British 
Columbia were about ono half in gold. 
The exports of Prince Eeware Island 
were two-thirds agricultural products, 
and animals, principally to Great 
Britain. Tho statement of the trade 
of Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia, for the past seven 
years, shows a ripid inereas since Con- 
federation. She returns are not givon 
separately, but for the four Provinces 
inclusive, and as follows: — for the 
year 1874, exports, $85,711,413; im- 
ports, $122,422,458; entered for con- 
sumption, $121,5S8,478; duty collect- 
ed, $13,798,458. Under the variety of 
changes which the tariff has under- 
gone since 1808, thcro has been but 
very little variation in tho avarago por 
centago of duties levied under each, 
and iu 1874 there is a slight decrease 
as compared with 1808. Tho combin- 
ed populations of Ontario ami Quobac 
paid iu 1874, tho sum of $4-12 per 
head, though the percontngo of duty 
and values of imports havo remained 
nea. ly stationary for sovon years, tho 
per capital taxation has steadily in- 
creased evorv year, ranging from $2.- 
62 in 1868, to $3.93 in 1874. Our 
trade with Great Britain, the United 
States, aud South America has increas- 
ed, while our direct trade with tho 
West Indies, British and foreign, 
shows a slight decline. During 1 873- 
74 twenty-one million bushels of grain 
were exported, valued at fourteen mil- 
lions of dollars. 

ISLAND REVENt S. 

The report submitted by the Minis- 
ter of Internal Revenue, Hon. Mr. 
Geoff rion, shows that the total revenue 
accrued daring tho fiscal year just 
closod was $0,589,848 as against $5,- 
431,255 for the previous year, and $5,- 
019,012 for the year 1871-72, an in- 
crease of 21^ por cent as compared 
with tho former, and 21J per cent as 
compared with tho average of tho 
three previous )oars. This increase 
is chiefly due to three causes: The 
additional rate of Excise duty impos- 
ed on spirits and tobacco by tho act of 
last session, which was in operation 
during two and a half months of the 
fiscal year. Tho withdrawal of excisa- 
ble goods from bond during the first 
half of April — presumably in anticipa- 
tion of uti advance upon the thon ex- 
isting tariff, and a natural increase in 
the quantities of excisable goods con- 
sumed by a population growing in 
numbers and iu wealth, Tho quantity 
of spirits produced during tho year 
was only 5,433,741 gallons as against 
5,547,517 during the twolve months 
ending 30th Juno, 1873, or as against 
an average yearly production of y,- 
240,335 gallons during tho throe years 
immediately preceding. Tho quantity 
entered for consumption was 5,479,- 
809 as against 4,470.404 for 1873, and 
as against an annual average consump- 
tion during 1871, '72 and '73 of 4,- 
421,800 gallons. Tho quantities of 
Bpirits in bond, which during 1873 
roso from 1,140,843 proof gallons at 
tho commencement of the year, to !,- 
021,802 at its close, wore, on tho 30th 
Juno, 1874, reduced to 1,095,843 gal- 
lons. Of tho last mentioned quantity 
about 703,875 proof gallons were hold 
by distillors, and 331,907 by dealers, 
It has also beoii ascertained that of 
tho stock of duty paid spirits in hand 
at tho close of ouch of tho undermen- 
tioned years, tho distillers held: — 
1874, 639,409 proof gallons; 1873, 
239,128 proof gallons; 1872. 201,408 
proof gallons. 

Tho quantity of spirits used in bond- 
ed manufactures, chiefly in the manu- 
facture of vinegar, has stedily increas- 
ed from 187,938 proof gallons in 1870- 
71, to 203,466 gallons in 1871-72, 202,- 
540 gallons in 1872-73, and 281,090in 
1873-74, while the quantity exported 
has decreased from 271,333 proof gal- 
lons in 1870-71, and 431,673 gallons 
in 1871-72, to 197,675 gallons in 1873, 
74. 

ln«ciuaatityofmaltt*k«for con, 
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sumption has boen steadily on the in 
cren<e sineo 1871. The quantity ex- 
ported, which roso from 0,500,000 lbs 
in 18fl to over 10,000.000 in. 1873, 
fell during tho past year to 0,233,307. 
It is known to the Department that 
tho early closing of many of tho malt 
houses last spring was duo to theshort 
supply of barley during the closing 
mouths of the malting season, and 
that soveral of the large maltsters were 
compelled to import barley from Eur- 
ope to enable thoni to meet the re- 
quirements of their trade. This short 
supply was not so much tho result of a 
short crop as of an active demand for 
exportation, tho foreign buyer outbid- 
ding tho Canadian maltster. This 
has resulted not only in reduced ex- 
ports, but tho quantity in warehouse 
on the 30lh Juno, 1874, was so far re- 
duced that it amounted to onlv 4,- 
050,355 lbs, as against 12,802,041 lbs 
in 1873, and 13,381,439 in 1872. Of 
tho quantity entered for consumption 
during the last tiscal year, 28,085,003 
lbs were used in tho manufacture of 
mult liquor, and 3,032,093 lbs in the 
production of spirits. Tho quuntity 
of boor and porter made during the 
yiiar was 10,771,519 gallons as against 
11,000,521 gallons produced during 
tho previous year, 1872-73. Of this 
530,000 gallons were browed from su- 
gar, or syrup, or malt combined, and 
tho duty of 3.^- cents per gallon gave a 
revenue ofJ$l 7,42J, which is included 
in tha total revenue above stated. The 
exports of malt liquor in 1873-74 am- 
ounted to 104,000 gallons, us against 
85,301 gallons, exported during the 
previous year, so that 10,007,519 gal- 
lons were held for consumption in Ca- 
nada, as against 10,975.100 gallons in 

1872- 73, showing a reduction of 307, 
04 L gallons, 'lhe average consump- 
tion of tobacco for the two pracodiug 
years, 1871-72, and 1872-73, was 7,- 
332,909 lbs, and tho average of the 
three years, 1871, 72 and 73, was 7,- 
154,182 lbs Tho quantity taktn in 

1873- 74 was 1,552,055 in excess of 
the largest of these, and may, there- 
fore, be considered as an exceptional 
iucreaso due to the anticipated rise in 
the tariff. The average annual in- 
crease during livo preceding years ap- 
pears to have been about 418,000 lbs. 
por annum, and accepting this as the 
probable normal rate of increase, we 
lind that the exceptional increase in 
the past year was 1,134,655 lbs. which, 
at 15cts per lb., gives $170,198 as the 
amount by which tho revenue of that 
year was enhanced at the cost of the 
revenue for 1874-75. Rockoned at 
the rate of duty now collected (20cts) 
it comes to $220,931, which represonts 
the loss to the rovenuo of the current 
fiscal year. 

Tho consumption of imported cigars 
in 1873-74 was, as to quantity, nearly 
301 per cent, iu excess of that of 1809, 
whilo the consumption of Canadian 
cigars increased by 100 per cent. It 
will, however, bo observed that on the 
previous year the consumption of tho 
imported article was 357 por cent, in 
excess of ISO'J, while the consumption 
of Canadian cigars had in that year 
increased only 57;^ por cent, so that as 
compared with 1672-73 there was a 
deoided decline in tho consumption of 
imported oigars, and a corresponding 
increase in tho consumption of those 
manufactured in Canada. 

Tbo rovenuo from imported cigars in 
1873-74 had increased over 1809 by 
439.}; por cent., and the revenue from 
those of Canadian manufacture had 
increasod by 221 percent. 

Tho quantity of potroloum refined 
in 1873-/4 was less by 7.849.805J gal- 
lons than was reliued in tho previous 
year, while tho quantity exported was 
less by 8,521,739 gallons. These fi- 
gures show a serious decline in this 
branch of industry, resulting, proba- 
bly, from over production iu previous 
years both in Canada and in the United 
States. The entries for consumption 
show an increase in 1873-74 of 085,- 
085 gallons, or about 15 por coat, 
over the previous year; and of 748,- 
771 gallons or 10£ per cent, over the 
average consumption of the four pro- 
Tious years. Tuo rovenne increasod 
nearly 15^ per cent, over 1872-73, and 
14 k por cent, over tho average of the 
three preceding years. 

Tho revenue derived from duties 
levied on goods manufactured in 
bond shows a steady increase from yoar 
to year. 

In 1870-71, it was $20,2S8; in 2871- 
72, it was $24,840: in 1872-73, it was 
$33,329; in 18 73-74, $39,480. 

Tho revenue collected from Public 
Works by this Department in 1873-74, 
was $072,119, as against $030,797 in 
tho previous year, being an increase of 
$35,322 or 5^ per cent. 

The lovonuo accrued from slides and 
booms in 1873-74, is $130,774, as com- 
puted with $127,172 iu 1872-73. Tho 
uncollected balances havo inoreasod 
from $125,901 to $100,446. 

The feus accrued from milling and 
measuring timber in 1873 74 amounted to 
§95,912. In tho previous year they 
amounted to 879,700, but the amounts 
actually collected wore §92,772 and $Hl,- 
0o8 respectively. 

The revonno from bill stamps in 1873- 
74, was 8209,233, being an advance of 87,- 
791.

rUDLIC WORKS. 

The report of the Minister of Public 
Works, lion. Mr. Mackenzie, shows that 
the total amount expended ou Publio 
Works during the year was $6,141,901.81, 
tho items being as follows: — Construc- 
tion, 83,733,549.29; repairs, S576.772.84; 
staff and maintenance, 81,831,579.68. To- 
tal, $6,141,901.81. In regard to the new 
Welland Canal, it states that it has to be 
built on a scale of navigation twelve feet 
in depth of locks on the sills; basin, 100 
feet at the bottom and thirteen feot iu 
depth, with sleepers generally two to 
ono, having a sectional area of 1,633 
square feot throughout in cutting. Tho 
looks to bo 270 feat in length between the 
gates, and forty-iivo feet iu width. Tho 
work on this Canal is in various degrees 
of progress. Tho expenditure ou tho 
Canal has been during tho year — for con- 
struction, 8740,420.01; repairs, §lU8,7bG.- 
99; staff and maintenance, §50,1)66 48. 
Over §315,000 has b^en expended on tuo 
Lachiue Canal during tho same time. 

$55,144.99 has been spent on the now 
Custom House in Toronto. Tho repairs 
ou tho Hamilton Post Office cost over 
89,000. On tho Intercolonial Railway, 
81,301,550.08 has been expended for staff 
and maintenance, and §742,862.10 for 
construction. Eleven persons wore killed 
on tho Intercolonial Railway during tho 
year. There are throa routes to Manitu 
ba. Their lengths are as follows:— From 
Toronto, via Detroit and St. Paul, 1,569 
mile*; from Toronto, via Detroit, the 
Lakes, Duluth, and Moortliiead, 1,500 
miles; Toronto, via Collitigwood, Prince 
Arthur's Lauding, Lake Shebandowan, 
1,078 miles. This latter route has been 
much improved during tho year. There 
are 032 miles of telegraph, tho propoity 
of tho Dominion, iu operation in British 
Columbia. Tho revenue therefrom has 
increased 81,800 during the year, though 
tho disbursements still exceed tho re- 
ceipts by 820,009. Victoria harbor has 
boen much improved.
